30 Minute Tour 

The 30 minute tour of the 
plant will begin in the main 
lobby, with its ‘wishing’ 
pool, and spacious lounge. 

The public will be greeted 
by guides, and given a book 
telling the story of AVCO 

All cameras will have to be 
checked at the desk. None may 
be taken into the plant. 

Wilmington’ s people, in 
groups of 15, will then tour 
the buildings, starting with 
a ride up the elevator to the 
Pacility Library. 

The tour will go to the Au- 
ditorium, then into the En- 
gineering and Research Build- 
ing, the largest one in the 
seven building complex.

Wilmington will helplessly 
outgrow its present facilities 
within a short time, the Poard 
of Selectmen were told Monday 
night, by James Shirtleff, of 
the Economic Development As- 
sociates. 

The former City Manager of 
Medford, who had been hired by 
the Planning Poard of Wilming- 
ton as one of a firm which 
specializes in recommendations 
to communities on planning 
future growth, told the Sel- 
ectmen that Wilmington must 
have integrated planning for 
its future ‘facilities’ 
(Buildings, etc) and recommend 
ed ‘serious planning’ for the 
next few years. 

Citing the needs of the var- 
ious departments of Wilmington 
Shurtleff was afraid that the 
town would be building ‘one 
building here and another 
there’, when, with planning a 
larger building could be built 
at about two thirds of the to- 
tal costs. 


The Town Hall will have to be ' 


replaced, he told the Select- 
men. You have done marvelously 
in utilizing every bit of 
space in this building, but 
you are outgrowing it fast. 
The Public Library will need 
new facilities - perhaps a 
$200, 000 building. 


Your Health Department needs 
a $25,000 Health Unit, where 
it can work. 

You can build these seperate- 
ly, and spend more money, or 
you can build them under one 
roof, and save mney, he told 
the Selectmen. 

Shurtleff spent over two 
hours with the Selectmen and 
Planning Board, and earlier 
that evening had been closeted 
with the Planning Board for 
the same length of time.

One of these persons was Fred F. Cain, a 
prominent Wilmington business man, who is list- 
ed in the Wakefield records as a resident of 
that town.

Mr. Cain, last May, was 
very much upset because he lost the bid for 
selling the Town some Police Cruisers, and he 
publicly declared war on the Town Manager, and 
also on Vrs.

Cain prepared a speech which he intended to 
deliver at a Selectmen's meeting on June 2nd., 
and gave copies of this to the vamious newspa- 
pers which profess to give news of this town - 
copies which were printed verbatim, although 
what Cain intended to say, and what Cain said 
were two different things. This paper printed 
what happened ( and was the only paper to do 
so) in its June 5th issue of last summer. 

Haskell welcomed Cain into the Anti-Towm Ma- 
nager group, and from then on the two men were 
to work together. ‘ 

Another person who joined up in the group 
Jimmy McLaughlin, of Shawsheen Avenue.° Mr.° Me- 
Laughlin was in love with politics, and had 
dreams of becoming a political big-wheel. He 
became chairman of the Town Democratic Commi t- 
tee, and spent hours fine-combing the town e- 
lection lists, making sure that he had every 
Democrat registered. 

What McLaughlin did was what is expected of 
any person who becomes a chairman of a Town 
Committee, Democrat or Republican, but it was 
the things he did afterwards that has led many 
of Wilmington's Democrats to threaten to have 
the "D" removed from their names, in the voting 
lists. 

For McLaughlin wanted to get the Town Demo- 
cratic Committee enrolled in the strictly local 
arguments, and thus break a standing agreement 
of over 25 years that the two Town Committees 
would keep "hands off" the local issues.

The "Representative Flop" 

The next two moves were the Anti-Town Mana- 
ger Petition, and the "Representative Flop". 

It isn't difficult to have the Town Manager 
plan placed on the ballot, in Wilmington. Hae 
we been approached we most certainly would have 
signed the petition which was ci-culated in 
Wilmington, for we believe, as does the major- 
ity of our fellow citizens, in the right of 
expression, and the freedom of petition. 

But the Anti-Town Manager petition flopped 
because of the treatment it was accorded by the 
Wilmington Crusader - and its strangely com- 
patible associates.’ People who signed protested 
that they were being mis-represented. The his- 
tory of this is too recent to bear repetition. 

But the other move, the "Representative" 
Town Meeting Bill, which ms filed in the Legis 
lature was a different story. 

It was a real sneaky bill, filed without the 
knowledge of the people, purporting to ask that 
this town be given a "Representative" type of 
government. One of the people who sponsored the 
bill was Edward Arinella, he of the Four Ways 
Printing Company. 

The bill purported to come from the people 
of Wilmington, as we say, but the Selectmen 
who are the elected representatives of the peo- 
ple never heard a word about it, and it wasn't 
until this paper dug out the story that more 
than a few persons knew of its existance. 

If it could have been passed without the 
knowledge of the citizens of this town the bill 
would have accomplished two things 

1. It would have taken away the right to 
vote in Town Meetings, of the greater part of 
our citizens' disenfranchising them in fact. 

2. More important yet, it could be a means 
of another attack on the Town Manager form of 
government without anyone in Wilmington being 
aware of it. 

However, its existance was exposed by this 
paper. It is in the files of one of the Legis- 
lative Committees in the State House, and has 
yet to be assigned a House Number, as has every 
other bill which has been filed. It has not 
even been printed, so that an interested citi- 
zen can obtain a copy. 

We understand, strange to relate, that no 
action will be taken on this bill until the 
outcome of the Town Manager vote, in Wilmington 
has been determined. It is most certainly a 
remarkable set of circumstances.
